new election at St. Joe’s to elect Student Govern- 
ment Association officers. We have all seen the 
election posters around school, the promising grins 
of the newest candidates. As the student body we 
hold the vote in our hands, though we’re not al- 
ways quite sure of who and what we are voting for. 

The student government is an important and 
necessary entity within St. Joe’s because it is a stu- 
dent run, student advocate organization, or as cur- 
rent SGA President Nina Zito deems it; “Student 
Government acts as a voice for the students on 
campus.” There are currently four positions up for- 
grabs on the Executive Board: President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

The Secretary is the “oil” in the term “well oiled 
machine” that is Student Life. It is a position that 
requires a person to be organized, thorough, and 
most of all determined. This person is what makes 
everything at St. Joe’s run as smoothly as possi- 
ble. The Secretary is responsible for all corre- 
spondence of the Executive Board and the Student 
Senate. The clubs at St. Joe’s must report to the 
Secretary with all documentation of club meetings 
and activity. 

Everyone knows though, at the end of the day 
it’s all about the money. The SGA Treasurer pre- 
pares the SGA budget, with the assistance of the 
President and the Secretary, and ultimately super- 
vises all financial transactions of the SGA. Next 
time you are at a common hour event, or planning 
the next event for your club or team, remember the 
person behind the budget request who is working 
tirelessly to make sure every aspect of your group 



has the opportunity to shine. 

The Vice President position earns some cool 
points as one can say it is the official “wing man” 
position for the President. If there is an occasion 
when the President is somehow not fulfilling his 
or her duties the Vice- President seamlessly steps 
in and helps the student body. Most importantly, 
the Vice President acts as a liaison between the Ex- 
ecutive Board and the club Presidents. Open com- 
munication with the student body is one of the 
most important tasks of our student elected offi- 
cials, and the Vice President holds the most promi- 
nent responsibility when dealing with all of the 
clubs and organizations. 

The President is the official representative of the 
Student Body. This person has the power to call 
meetings with the Student Senate and the rest of 
the cabinet or executive board. The most impor- 
tant word that should be associated with the role of 
SGA President is “representative.” The power to 
take the needs and wants of the student body and 
turns them into actions seems daunting and is ex- 
actly the reason why it takes a special kind of per- 
son to fill a position such as President. 

The most important aspect of SGA is its purpose 
to make all students feel welcome and feel as 
though they have a forum to speak their minds. 

Ms. Zito sums it up beautifully: “If people are feel- 
ing hesitant to come into Student Life and interact 
on a personal level, the students should know that 
everyone [here] is more than welcome to come in 
and seek guidance, or even just to talk about cur- 
rent issues at St. Joe’s.” At the end of the day the 
students elected to the new SGA E-board should 
be ones that will be there for their fellow students

She continued: “CAB isn’t just about the off campus trips 
to Broadway shows and sporting events, though they are 
always fun and successful. Our purpose is to provide en- 
tertainment and events on and off campus for education and 
entertainment.” With 9 years of experience overseeing 
CAB as well as being a former Program Director herself, 
Jaime definitely knows this job better than anyone. 

CAB may have the 5 members with specific jobs, but 
planning events is a collaborative effort. Ms. Vacca- 
Hoefner mentioned the evolution of CAB over the past 
decade. “SGA and CAB used to work very closely together, 
but now each has separate roles and different responsibili- 
ties. We plan the big events in the fall semester, but then let 
the clubs take over in spring, which lets the students gain 
leadership roles.”

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Op-Ed: 
What's 
Wrong With 
the SGA? 

Some common 
sense suggestions to 
better our college.

We constantly hear politicians on both sides 
always saying that they'll change things and 
that they'll make things better, though often 
these promises go unfulfilled and are only used 
to win elections. In college politics, these tac- 
tics can also be used and many people run 
because they want popularity, authority or to be 
seen as "cool". Often times this is the reason 
for college government failure. Now, I'd like to 
make it clear that I am pointing to no one 
specifically in this article and that this article is 
made as a general observation of our SGA; 
however we must not be too prudent as to not 
acknowledge and address the fact that the SGA 
can do a better job, should do a better Job, and 
must do a better job. With elections coming up 
I believe that it is important that you, the read- 
er and voter, is fiilly informed and is aware of 
what needs to be done here at SJC. Here are 
some Common Sense proposals that would 
drastically improve SJC. 

First off, we need improvements in St. 
Angela Hall. As a college in the 21st Century, 
it is imperative that we upgrade St. Angela Hall 
and get WiFi as well as better access to 3G and 
4G networks in the building. Because there are 
no WiFi, 3G, or 4G connections, students are 
unable to connect to the internet on laptops and 
the slow connection creates a problem in the 
classroom when the professor is using the com- 
puter and projector. Also, restoration of the 
classrooms and bathrooms are necessary due to 
the paint chips, watermarks and old equipment. 
Also, more money needs to be worked into the 
budget to expand our small and constricted stu- 



dent parking lot. (Editor’s Note: The issue of 
parking lot expansion, of course, is not simply 
one of money, but of zoning.) 

Secondly, the rules that the SGA impose on 
our clubs are unfair and unnecessary. A club 
needs to submit detailed journals of the meet- 
ings, must submit schedules, and must request 
to use money from their own budget in certain 
circumstances, as well as have their constitu- 
tions be approved or denied by the SGA. The 
SGA has no place to vote on constitutions, 
since they are not in the respective club. We 
need to pass a reform bill, giving more power 
and independence to our clubs. With a good 
reform bill, the clubs as well as the SGA would 
run more smoothly and SGA meetings that are 



focused solely on clubs to submit reports will 
no longer be necessary, which will allow other 
important matters to be debated and resolved. 

Thirdly, we need to help students who are 
short on money get books. To do this, we need 
to improve the way books are sold in the book- 
store. We need to make all books available for 
rent as another option other than simply for 
sale. A rented book will cost much less. We 
also need to give the student the option to sell 
back any book they bought at the bookstore 
after each semester. This would give yet anoth- 
er option to students. Also, the lower prices for 
renting would create more revenue for the 
school, because more students would be get- 
ting their books from the College and not on 



the Internet. Finally, we need to find a way for 
the bookstore to run more efficiently and to 
ensure the employees are promptly opening the 
store according to its posted hours. 

In these upcoming elections, think of the 
things I have mentioned. We can say that these 
are common sense and basic issues that must 
be addressed. However, the SGA has failed to 
address any of these points. As far as I have 
observed, all the SGA has done has been to be 
overly invasive of our clubs and gather in a 
room to deliberate, just to hear one another talk 
without resolving anything useful while patting 
each other on the back for their positions of 
'power', forgetting where their power derived 
from and what they are there for. Think about 



it: ever since you were a student at SJC, has 
anything changed because of the SGA? Are 
you better off now than you were since you 
came here or since the last election? The 
answer is most likely no. This is ridiculous and 
appalling. Most likely it is because we vote for 
people for the wrong reasons and the people 
who are elected do not have the resolve or 
desires to make a real change. So don't vote 
based on your friendships, vote on how you 
believe a candidate will act and change things. 
Don't just vote for the incumbent either, vote 
for a new voice of hope, a firm leader who will 
be strong on the issues and have the capabili- 
ties to make a real change. Let's reclaim our 
SGA. Get out the vote!
